The Output of Diamonds 


Forty-five years have elapsed since 
the first diamond was found in Africa 
ind it {s calculated that since the de- 
‘elopment of the diamond mines the 
world has paid more thaa $2,000,000,- 
000 for their products. This repre- 
sents a weight of 90,000,000 carats, 
If the immense loss from. theft in the 
early years be taken into considera- 
tion, and the diamonds taken from 
Brazilian mines and others in differ- 
ent parts of the world be added to the 
estimate, it is probable that not less 
than 100,000,000 carats would be a con- 
servative estimate of the outp t. The 
value of these in the rough would be 
more than $750,000,000; to this must 
be added the cast of cutting and the 
profits to the syndicate, to the export- 
er, to the middleman and the retailer. 

Aniong the most famous diamonds 
are those of the royal houses of Bra- 
ganza, and among the most valuable 
of the Braganza collection is that call- 
ed the King of Portugal, which weighs 
1,680 carats. It was found in Brazil 
and has never been cut. The most 
important cut stone of Brazil is that 
called the Star of the South, which 
| was found by a negress in 1853. t 
was appropriated by the mine owner 
who gave her in return a pension for 
life. The stone was sold for $15,000, 
the new owner depositing it in the 
Bank of Rio Janeiro and receiving 
on this security a loan many times 
greater than the value paid for the 
gem. The diamond was at length 
| sold for ten times the amount paid. 
It was finally acquired by a syndicate 
and cut in oval form ata cost cf 
$2,600 by a firm in Amsterdam, An 
Indian Rajah offered more than half 
a million dollars for it, but was re- 
;fused. A little later it was bought for 
the Gackwar of Baroda.

Birds Build Nests in Gourds 

By hollowing out gourds and sus- 
pending them from tre.s and poles, an 
Illinols farmer provides nesting places 
for the native American birds, the 
wren and the bluebird, and protccts 
them from the aggressive English 
sparrow, which has a tendency to mon- 
opolize the desirable nesting places. 
The gourds designed for wrens have 
entrace ‘oles abcut the siz. of a silver 
quarter. This is sufficiently large fop 
@ wren to poss through but not largs 


The bluebird is about the same size 
as the sparrow, so a different arrange 
ment was necessary. Th+ farmer 
discovered that the English sparrows 
would not use the gouris if they were 
placed in the sun, but that the blue- 
birds would.

Pure Bred 
Male Animals 


As announced early in the season, 
the Dominion Live Stock Branch has 
this year undertaken a distribution of 
pure bred male animals throughout 
Canada ona somewnat extensive scale, 
In inaugurating this policy the aim has 
been to aid sections where pure bred 
sires were lacking and to encourage 
new communities in following an intel- 
ligent system in breeding. ‘This form 
of assistance has proven very popular 
and during the past few months a large 
number of hulls and several stallions 
have heen placed in various parts of 
the country in the hands of local asso- 
ciations formed specially for the pur- 
pose of handling and maintaining 
them All animals placed remain the 
property of the Department of Aari- 
culture, the local associations assume 
ing the responsibility for their main- 
tenance and management under the 
general supervision of officers of the 
Live Stock Branch 

The distribution of bulls and_ stal- 
lions having been brought to a close 
for this year the opportunity is now 
open to deal with applications for 
boars and rams. Full information re- 
garding the rules governing the distri- 
bution and the procedure to be follow- 
ed in forming the necessary organiza 
tion may be had upon application to 
the Live Stock Commissioner, Ottawa. 

As it is the intention to consider 
only such requests as are forwarded 
before October 2oth, it will be neces- 
sary for districts desiring to take ad- 
vantage of this offer to act promptly.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
nile over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 
Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$8 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead ehtyy (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra ciitivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, serubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties- Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300,

But if Sir Richard Hanley was the 
cynosure of all eyes, not less so was 
Mr. Thompson-Halliday, as he stood 
flushed with approaching triumph and 
yates ee ELL to move his resolu- 
tion. 

Indirectly it had got about that this 
Was the payment of some vague debt 
of obligation. No one could have 
told the story, but it was in the air; 
and while it helped to vulgarise and 
belittle Halliday, it served to raise his 
victim to the pinnacle of personal ap- 
preciation. 

Halliday had a difficult task to per- 
form, and he did it with adroitness, 
and a certain amount of fact. It was 
his business to harry the Government 
and yet not ty offend the patriotism 
of the House. Halliday had no in- 
tention of posing as a Little England- 
er. That would endanger his popu- 
larity in his constituency, and might 
lose. him his seat. So he adopted 
a magnanimous tone. There an at- 
tractive flavor of patriotic and politic 
generosity. England was credited 
abroad with grasping proclivities. Her 
systematic policy of universal expan- 
sion was misunderstcod. Hence her 
General unpopularity and isolation. 
Much of this arose from misunder- 
standing, with, of course, a substan- 
tial substratum of jealousy. All the 
more reason that when she was in the 
wrong, or even in e position of doubt- 
ful legality—as was the case in the 
question under discussion—she should 
take the strong and liberal course of 
gracefully yielding, displaying her re- 
gard for the comity of doubtful, and 
at the worst untenable. Where were 
the proofs that the territory in ques- 
tion, within the lines the Government 
had laid down, had ever recognized the 
sway of British dominion? 

Once_only Thomperon-Halliday lost 
his magnanimous tone. It was when 
his speech became personal to the 
minister who had led the Government, 
the House, and country into this des- 
Picable imbroglio. The hon. member 
sketched the attitude of the minister 
in words of fiery scorn. It was with 
him a matter of personal ambition, of 
the strong will asserting itself against 
the better judgment of his colleagues, 
and of the Prime Minister. Mr. Hal- 
liday dissociated Sir Richard Hanley 
with a certain sharp acumen from the 
rest of the Cabinet, and wound up by 
saying—Proofs! Proofs! We ask for 
proofs. Show us by one genuine doc- 
ument; such as the public can under- 
stand, apart from any legal chicanery, 
and we withdraw our motion; we yield 
our opinion; we subscribe our alleg- 
jance, and England, of all parties and 
both sides of this House, stanc shoul- 
der to shoulder together. 

After Mr. Thompson-Halliday’s mo- 
tion had been briefly seconded, in an 
apologetic speech, by an independent 
member on the Government side of the 
House, Sir Richard Hanley rose to re- 
ply. Before doing so, he deposited 
certain documents on the table before 
him, 

The speech began with an almost 
pathetic reference to the responsibil- 
ity of the statesman to whom the hon- 
or of England was entrusted in the 
fcze of a difficult situation, where a 
false step could never be recovered, 
where there was doubt and difficulty 
on both sides, and right was obscured. 
In one sense, he added, it does not 
make it easier to have the most loyal 
colleagues—here he turned to his 
more immediate supporters and re- 
ceived an eager, responsive cheer— 
who are willing to believe in the in- 
dividual judgment of the minister en- 
trusted with that special department 
of administration, and to stand by his 


vork with effect for his country unless 
he had that confidence and compara- 
tively a free hand. It is easv for the 
hon. member who moved the resolu- 
tion before the House to lay down laws 
as to abstract rights, and to speak of 
generosity towards States smaller and 
less powerful than ourselves; but 
there are ate thousand people to be 
considered, who have learnt to look to 
this country for protection, for good 
government, for the certitude of civil 
and religious liberty. It {s not my 
place, speaking as a Minister of the 
Crown, to say one word depreciative 
of the State with whom we have been 
—the past tense struck the House as 
used with deliberate emphasis—in dis

erosity nvolves the sacrifice of men 
of your own kin, who have developed 
these resources under the belief that 
they were safe beneath your aegis— 
if it involves the depreciation of pro- 
perty acquired by British energy, and 
which you have undertaken to safe- 
guard—then, sir, I venture to think 
generosity may assume au unfavorable 
guise; it may come perilously near to 
pusillanimity. 

When the cheers which interrupted 
this declaration, in which the word 
Generosity was uttered with jine irony, 
were ringing through the Chamber, 
Mr. Thompson-Halliday rose white 
with rage, and shouted— 
Rights! Rights! They have

Sir Richard looked at the interrupt- 
er with calm scrutiny for a momert, 
having first ylaced his glasses on the 
bridge of his nose.

The greater part of the 
House shrieked itself hoarse with de- 
light. Thompson-Halliday and one or 
two of his staunchest friends and sup- 
porters jumped to their feet, gesticu- 
lated, and strove vainly to make them. 
selves heard above the din. At length 
silence was restored, and H_lliday 
shouted— 

What is the good of making such 
statements? Prove it. Prove it. 

I intend to prove it. The great 
statesman took up tue papers. Here 
is a Srant of land, more than a hun- 
dred years old, by the British Govern- 
ment to a German squatter named 
Muller, at the furthest point of the dis- 
puted line. If that spot is included 
all is included. 

Oh, the Goverin nt of that day 
would grant anything—for a consider- 
ation, interpolated one of the lIcaders 
of the Opposition, with fine scorn.

TO SAVE CRYSTAL PALACE 


Lord Mayor Appeals to London Times 
to Raise Money to Make it Public 
Property 

At the urgent request of the Lord 
Mayor of London, Sir David Burnett, 
The London ’ imes ha: undertaken to 
raise $460,000 to save the Crystal Pal- 
ace Which -he Court of Chancery had 
ordered sold by auction, and make tk; 
palace and its grounds, covering some 
200 acres, public property instead of 
being split up into building lots, 

For nearly two years the present 
Lord Mayor and two predecessors had 
been seeking to raise $1,150,000 neces- 
sary to make the purchase, and des- 
pairing of compteting the fund, Sir 
David Burnett appealed t the London 
Times to open its columns for sub- 
scribtions to the amount of $450,000, 
that being his estimate of the balance 
he will be unable to obtain. The Times 
responded to the anpeal with the ex- 
planation: 

So far as we are awars The Times 
has never before, in all its long history 
made so direct an appeal to its read- 
ers for a large sum of money for an 
important national object as we make 
today. But the circumstances are | n- 
usual and-the case, in our opinion, as 
cogent as it is intrinsically good. 

King George promptly subscribed 
$1,000, Queen Mary $500 and Queen 
Alexandra $500. 

Lord Plymouth, whose means and 
public spirit enabled him to advance 
the $1,150,000 needed ts preserve the 
property, gave $26,000. 

A private citizen, whose identity is 
to remain unknown except to the Lord 
Mayor and The Times, offered to con- 
tribute ten shillings for every sover- 
eign subscribed by the end c- a certain 
month, limiting his responsib'lity in 
this respect, however, ¢o $150,000. 

‘he Times gave $5,000, the Duke of 
Westminster $5,000, W. Perkins Ball 
$5,000, the Rothschilds $1,250, and fur-

A By-law of the Rural Municipality 
of Mountain View No. 310 to re 
strain and regulate the running at 
large and trespassing of Animals 
The Council of The Rural Municipal. 
ity of Mountain View No. 310 
enacts as follows:- 


(1) This By-law shall apply to the 
following animals:- Horses, cattle, 
sheep, goats and swine. 

(2) No such animals shall be per 
mitted to run at large within the Rur- 
al Municipality of Mountain View No 
310 at any time. 

(3) he expression “at large’’ 
means without being under the control 
of the owner, either by being securely 
tethered or in direct and continuous 
charge of a herder or by confinement 
within any building or other closure 
or fence whether the same is lawful or 
not. 

(4) For the purpose of this By-'aw 
the terms Horses, Cattle, Sheep, 
Goats, Swine, shall inc.ude: the sin- 
gularas well as the plur.) and the 
term Horses shall include Mules and 

Donkeys, and the term Cattle shall 
inelude all Horrved Cattle or Cattle 
that have heen dehorned or are natur- 
ally without horns 

(5) Any Animal found trespassing 


*|such land or his servant, or other per- 


upon any land or premises enclosed hy 
a lawful fence shall be liable to be im. 
pounded ly the owner or occupant of 


son and such Animal may he sod 


under the provisions of the By-law, 


respecting Pou: ds and Pound-keepers 
unless the damage caused by such 
Animal so trespassing and the expen- 
ses of impounding same and the lawful 
fees be paid sooner. 

(6) Nothing in this By-law shall 
prevent any person from m coverinu 
compensation in any Court of compet- 
ent jurisdiction from any person owning 
or having the custody of any Animal 
through which such damage has been 
caused, 

(7) Any Animal found at large 
contrary to the provisions of this 
By-law shall he liable to be impounded 
and sold according to the provisicns 
of the By-law respecting Pounds and 
Vound-keepers unless the expenses 
and fees incidental to impounding the 
same and the lawful Pound fees he 
sooner paid
